HOU art Duſt, and to Duſt thou ſbalt 

return, Gen. 3. 

1. It is an excellent wav to begin Lent 
with cor:fideration of the Duſt, whereby Na- 
ture gives us beginning: and by the fame, 
death ſhall put an end to all our wordly ya- 
nitics. There is no better way to abate and 
hure the proudelt of ali creatures, than to 
repreſent his beginning ard his end. The mid- 
dle part of our Life (like a kind of Proteus ) 
takes upon it ſeveral ſhapes not underſtood by 
others ; but the firſt and laft part of it deceive 


no man; for they do both begin and end in Duſt 


It is a ſtrange thing that man, knowing well 
what he hath been, and what he muſt be, is 
not coufounded in himſe'f, by obſerving the 
pride of his own life, and the great diſorder of 
his paſſions. The end of all other creatures is 
leſs de formed than that of Man. Plants in 
their death retain ſome pleaſing ſmell of their 
bodies: The little roſe buries itſelf in her na- 
tural ſweetneſs, and carnation Colour. Ma- 
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ny Creatures at their death leave us their teeth 
horns, feathers, ſkins ; of which we mike 
great uſe. Others after death are ſerved up in 
ſilver and golden diſhes, to feed the greateſt 
perſons of the world. On'y man's dead Car- 
caſs is good for nothing but to feed worms: 
and yet he often retains the preſumptuous pride 
ct a Giant, by the exorbitance of h's heart, 


and the cruel rature of a murderer, by the 


furious rage cf his revenge. Surely that man 
muſt euher be ſtupid by nature, or moſt 
wicked by his own elect on, who will not cor- 
r d& and amerd himſelf, h .ving e ſlill before 
his eyes aſhes for h's gl. iſs, and Death for his 
miſtreſs. 

2. This conſideration of duſt, is an excel- 
lent rem-dy to cure vices, and an aſſured 
Rampire againſt all temptatio.:3. St. Paultnus 
faith excellently well : That holy Jeb was 
free from all temptation when he was placed 
upon the ſmoak and duſt of his humil.ty He 
that lies upon the ground can fall no lower ; 
but may contemplate all above him, and me- 
ditate how to ra ſe himſelf by the handof God 
which pulls down the proud and exalts the 
humble. Is a man tempted with pride? The 
conſideration of Aſhes will humble hm. Is 
he burned with wanton love (which is a direct 
fire ; ) But fire cannot conſume aſhes, I; he 
perſecuted with covetuouſneſs; aſhes do make 
the greateſt Lecches and blood-ſuckers caſt 
their Gor, ces, Every thing gives way to this 
uavalucd thing, becauſe God is pleaſed to 
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ExTERTAINMENT for LexT. 5 
draw the inſtruments of his power out of the 
objects of our infirmities. 

3. If we knew, how to uſe rightly the me- 
diation of death, we ſhould there find the 
ſtreams of life: All the world together, is of 
no eſtimation to him, that rightly knows the 
true value of a juſt man's death. It would be 
neceſlary that they who are taken with the 
curioſity of Tulips, ſhould ſet in their Gardens 
a Plant called Napel, which carrics a flower 
that moſt perfectiy reſembles a deaths head. 
Ard if the other Tulips do pleaſe their ſenſes, 
that wi!) inſtruQt their teaſon. Before our laſt 
death we ſhould die many other deaths, by 
torſaking all thoſe creatures and affections 
which lead us to ſin. We ſhould reſemble 
thoſe creatures (ſacred to theEgyptians) called 
Cynocepbales, which died piece-male, and were 
buried iong before their death:So ſhould we bu- 
ry all our corcupiſcences before we go to the 
grave, and ſtrive to live fo, that when death 
comes, he ſhould find very little buſineſs with us

1. F HAT man goes to Hell by the way 

of Paradiſe, who faſts and afflicts his 

body, to draw the- praiſe of Men. Sorrow 

and vanity together, are not able to make one 

Chriſtian Act. He deſerves everlaſting hun- 


ger, who ſtarves himſelf that he may ſwell and 


burſt with vain-glory. He ſtands for a ſpec- 
tacle to others, being the murderer of him- 
ſelf, and by fowing vanity, reaps nothing but 
wind. Our intentions muſt be wholly direQ- 
ed to God, and our examples for our neigh- 
bour. The Father of all virtues is not to be 
ſerved with counterfeit devotions; ſuch hes 


ſaith they are, as many adulteries. 

2. It imports us much to begin Lent well, 
entering into thoſe lifts, in which ſo many 
holy ſouls have run their courſe with ſo great 
ſtrictneſs; have been glorious before God, 
and honourable before men. The difficulty 
of it is apprehended only by thoſe who have, 
their underſtanding obſtructed by a violent 
affection to kitchin ſtuff, It is no more bur- 
thenſom to a couragious ſpirit, than feathers 
are to a bird. The chearfulneſs which a man 
brings to a good action in the beginning, does 
half the work. Let us waſh our faces 
by Confeſſion: Let us perfume our Head 
(who is Jeſus Chriſt) by alms deeds. Fafting 
is a molt delicious feaſt to the conſcience 


when it is accomparied with purene's andy 
charity: but it breeds great thirſt, when it is

not nouriſhed with devotier, and watcred 
with mercy. 

3. What great pains are taken to get trea- 
ſure ; what care to preſerve it; what fear to 
lofe it; ard what fo:row when it is oſt? Alas! 
is there need cf fo great covetuouſnels in life 
to ercounier with ſuch cxticar nakedne's in 
death? We have net the fouls cf Gianis, nor 
the body ct a Whale. If God will have me 
poor, mult I endeavour to reverſe the decrees 
of heaven and earth, that I may become rich; 
To whom do we trult the fatetv of our trea- 


.furcs ? To ruſt, to moths and thieves : were 


it not better we ſhould in cur infirmities de— 


perd only on God. Almighty, and comfort 


our poverty in him who is only rich, and ſo 
carry our fouls to heaven, where Jeſus on the 
day of his Aſcerfion did place our Sovereign 
good. Only Serpents and cove:uous men dc- 
ſire to ſle ep amongſt treaſurcs, as Saint Cle- 
ment ſaith. But the greateſt riches of the 
world is poverty fice from Covctuouſneſs,

Seck thee (O invincible God,) within the 
Abyſs ct thy brightneſs, and 1 fee thee 
through the veil of thy Creatures, Witt thou 
always be hidden from me?

UR whole Salvation conſiſts in two 
rinciples ; The one is in our being 

ſenſible of God, and the other in moving to- 
ward him; the firſt proceeds from faith, the 
other comes of charity and other virtues. O 
what a happy thing it is to follow the exam- 
ples of this good Centurion, by having ſuch 
elevated thoughts of the Divinity, and to 
know nothing of God but what he is. To 
behold our heavenly father, within this great 
family of the world, who cffeQs all things by 
his fingle word ; creates by his power ; go- 
verns by his counſel, and orders by his good- 
neſs this great univerſality of all things. The 
moſt inſenſible creatures have ears to hear him 
Fevers ard tempeſts are part of that running 
Camp, which marcheth under his Standard 
They, 
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They advance and retire themſelves under 
the ſhadow of his command; he only hath 

wer to give meaſures to the heavens, bounds 
to the Sea; to join the eaſt and weſt together 
in an inſtant, and to be in all places where his 
pleaſure is underſtood. 

2. O how goodly a thing it 1s togo unts 
him, like this great Captain: To go, fad I; 
Nay, rather to fly as he doth by the two wings 
of charity and humility. His charity made 
him have a tender care of his poor ſervant, 
and to eſteem his health more dear than great 
men do the rareſt pieces in their Cabinets, 
He doth not truſt his ſervants, but tab the 
charge upon himſelf : making himſelf (by the 
power c love) a ſervant to him, who b 
birth was made ſubjeQ to his command. 
What can be ſaid of ſo many Maſters and 
Miſtreſles, now a days, who live always as 
lives to their Paſſions ? having no care at all 
of the Salvation, Health, or Neceſſities of their 
Servants, as if they were notiiing elſe bug he 
very ſcum of the World. They make great 
uſe of their labours and ſervice (which is jufth* 
but negleſt their Bodies, and kill their Souls 
by the intection of their wicked Kampfes. 
Mark the hum:lity of this Soldier, who doth 
not think his hou!e worthy to be enlightped 
by on- ſole Glympſe of our b'eſted Saviour's 
preſence. By the words of Saint Auguſtine we 
may ſay, he made himſelf worthy by believing 
and d-ciaiing h.mlelf fo unworthy : yeag? 
worthy that our Saviour ſhould enter not un, 
inte 
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into his Houſe, but into his very Soul. Ard 
upon the matter he could not have ſpcken with 
ſuch Faith and Humility it he had not firſt en- 
cloſed (in his hear!) hm whom he durſt not 
receive into his Houle, 

The Gentiles come near unto God, 
and the Jews go from him; to teach us, that 
ordinarily the moſt obliged perſons are molt 
ungrateful : and diſeſteem their BerefaQors 
for no other reaſon, but becauſe they receive 
bene fits daily from them. It vou ſpeak cour- 
teouſly to them, they anſwer churliſhly ; and 
in the ſame proportion wherein you are good 
von make them wickcd ; therefore we mult 
1 e careful that we be not ſo tceward God. 
Many are diſtaſted with Devotion, as the / 

Faclites were with Manna: All which is 
good, doth diſpleaſe them becauſe it is ordina- 
try: And you ſhail find ſome who (like naugh- 
ty grounds) caſt up Thorrs where Rc ſes arc 
planted. But we have great reaſon to fear, 
that nothing but Hell-fire is capable to pun. ſh 
thoſe who de ſpiſe the Graces of God, and 
eſteem that which comes irom him as a thing 
of no value.

1. A Man that loves nothing but according 
to his natural inclination, loves only 

like a Beaſt or an Infidel. The "beſt ſort cf 

love is that which is commanded by God, and 


is deri ved from Judgment, conducted by Reca- 
ſon, and periected by Charity, Methinks it 


ſhould be harder for a good Chriſtian to hate | 


than love his Enemy. Hatred makes him our 


equal, whereas love Placeth us quite above 
him. By hating a man's Enemy, he breaks 
the laws of God ; he fights againſt the Incar- | 


nation of Chriſt, which: was added to unite all 


things in the bonds of Love: He gives the 


Lie to the moſt bleſſed Euchariſt, whoſe na- 
ture is to make the hearts of all Chriſtians the 
ſame : he lives (like another Cain in the 
World) always diſquicted by ſce king Revenge 
and it is a very death to him to hear of ano- 
ther man's Profperity. Whercas to love an 
Enemy, doih not bind us to love the irjury 


he hath done us: for we muſt not corlider 


him as a male factor, but as a man of our own 
nature, as he is the Image of Ged, ard as he 


is a Chriſt.an, God doth only command per- 
te 


— 
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fe& things; not impoſſible. That which is 
very hard to fleſh and blood, becomes caſy by 
the help of Grace and reaſon. Our bleſſed 
Saviour Jeſus Chriſt being the Father of all 
harmony, can, and doth reconcileall contra- 
ricties at his will and pleaſure. 

2. If revenge ſeem ſweet, the gaining of it 


is moſt bitter: But there is nothing in the 


world more profitable, than to pardon an E- 
nemy by imitation of cur Saviour. For it is 
then that our conſcience can aſſure us to be 
children of God, and inkeritors of his glory. 
We muſt not fear to be deſpiſed for eſteeming 
virtue, for ſuch contempt can only proceed 
from thoſe who know not the true value of 
that glory which belongs to the juſt. There 
is no better wav to revenge, than leave it to 
God, who always doth his own buſineſs. 
When David wept for Saul who was his E- 
nemy, his Clemency did in'enſibly make de- 
grecs, by which he mounted up to the throne 
of Fudab, A good work which comes from 
the Spirit of vanity, is |:ke an emptied Mine 
good ſor nothing, God who is invinſible, would 
have our aſpeQs turned always towards him, 
and blind toward the world. Aims given by 
the ſound of a trumpet, makes a great noi:e 
on the earth, but reaps little fruit in Heaven. 
The fly of vanity is a miſchievous thing which 
ceſtrovs all the perfumes of Charity. What 
need we any ſpectators of our good works? 
every place is ful] where God is; and where 
he is not, there only is Solitude,

There is no greater Temptation, than 
to have none at all: Slceping Water doth

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nouriſh Poiſon, Motion is the World's Soul; 1 
Fighting againſt 'T<mptations, is the Soul of e 
Virtues, and Glory doth ſpring and bud out! 2 
of Tribulations. Virtue hinders not Temp— ſ 
tation, but ſurmounts it. Teſus faſted (faith c 
the ordinary Glo's) that he might be tempted} * 
and is temptcd becauſe he did faſt. He tf: 
ed Forty Days, and then was Hungry; He? * 
did cat with his Diſcipſes the Space of Forty | 
Days after his ReſurreQion, without any more 
Neceſſity of Meat, than the Sun hath of the 
Earth's Vapours ; to make us thereby know, „ 
that it only appertained to him, to teach that 
great Secret how to manage Want and Abun- 
dance, by which St. Paul was glorified, 

2. The firſt Victory over a Lemptatien, is 

to know that which tempts us. Some Tem- 
tations are gay and ſmiling at their beginning 

as thoſe of Love and Pleaſure, which end in 
terrible and bitter florms; Others are 
troubleſome and irkſome; Others doubtful 
and intricate; Otheis rapid and ſudden, | 
which ſeize upon their Prey like an Eagle: 
Others are cloſe and catching. Theſe are 
the Snires of Satan, who foams like a Boar, 
roars like a Lion, and hiſſeth like a Serpent. 
We ſhould always have an eye ready to mark | 
from whence the Temptation comes, Whither 
it tends, what 13 the Root of it, what the 
Cour ſe, what the Progreſs, and what Power * 
it may have over our Spirit. 
Solitude of Heart, Faſting, Prayer, the } 
Word of God, are Weapons of an excellent 


Temper, | 
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Temper, which the Word Incarnate teach- 
eth us to uſe in this conflict. Theſe Things 
are to be uſed with Diſcretion, by the Coun- 
ſel of a good DireQor, to whom a Man muſt 
declare all his moſt ſecret Thoughts, and bear 
a Breaſt of Chriſtal toward him, with a firm 
Purpoſe to let him ſee all the inward Motions | 
of his Heart. It is alſo good to note here, 
that our Lord would expreſly be tempted in 
that Deſart, which is between Jeruſalem and 
Jericho, where the Samaritan mentioned in 
the Parable) did pour Wine and Oll into the 
Sores of the poor wounded Man ; to teach 
us that by his Combat he came to cure the 
Wounds of Adam, and all his Race, in the 
very Place where they were received. 

4. Sin is killed by fly ing the occaſions of it 
Abſence, Reſiſt.nce, Coldneſs, Silence, La- 
beur, Diverſion, have overcome many aſſaults 
of the Enemy. Sometimes a Spider's Web is 
ſtrong enough to »reſerve Chaſtity, and at 
other times the thick walls of Semiramis are 
not ſufficient, God governs all, and a good 
will to concur with him, is a ſtrong Aſſu- 
rance in all Perils, and it will keep us untoucht 
amidſt the Flames of Luft. 

5. Since it imports us ſo much to fight, 
valiantly, let us bring the Hearts of Liors, 
Where is our Chriſtianity, if we do not give 
Teſtimony of it to God, both by our Fidelity 
and Courage? How many Martyrs have been 
roaſted and broiled becauſe they would not 
ſpeak one ill Word ? What Honour can the

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expect by yielding at the firſt Entrance, to a 
Temptation ? Look not upon the Violence of 
it, but contemplate the Crown which you 
mould gain by conquering it; th nk at your 
Entrance how you will come off, and know 
for certain, that he who truly confers 
the conſequ-nce of a wicked Action, will 
never begin 1t. 

6. Lent is the Spring-Time ſor Sanctified 
Reſoluti ions, It mortifies the Body, that the 
Spirit may triumph, it is a Time of Grace 
v hich tends to Salvation and Mercy. It im- > 
ports ex'reamly to comment all to God at the 
beginning, to ſanctif this Falling, which is 
a Part of our Devotion: We muſt abſtain 
from fleſh, and be content with one Meal at 
ſeaſonable Hour, without making over-|:irge 
Collations * except Age, Infirmity, or We K- 
neſs, Labour, or Neceflity of other Functions 
ſhall diſpence with our Diet: For thoſe who | 
are unable to faſt, ſuffer more by their Di- 
ability, than others do by Faſting. It is good 
to follow the Counſel of Athanaſius, who ad- 
viſeth to eat late and little, and at a Table | 
where is but one ſort of Meat. We muſt allo | 
faſt by abſtinence from Vice. For to weaken ! 
our Body, and yet nouriſh our naughty Pa- 
ſions, is to faſt as the Devils do, who eat | 
nothing, and yet devour the World by the 
Rage of their Malice. Sobriety is a Stream 
which waters all Virtues. Our Soul and Body 
are as the Scales of a Ballance; It you pull 
down the one, you raiſe up the other; and if 
by ou 
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vou tame your fleſh, it makes the Spirit 
reign and govern,

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heaven and earth, all is full of ſigns. How. 
many creatures ſoever they are, they are al 
ſteps and characters of the Divinity. What 4 
happy thing it is to ſtudy what Ged is by the 
Volume of time, and by that great Bock 
of the world. There is not ſo ſmall! a flower: 
of the meadows, nor fo little a creature upon 
earth, which doth not tell us ſome news of 
him He ſpcakes in cur ears by all creatures 
which are ſo many Organ pipes toconvey his, 
Spirit and voice to us. But he hath no ſign 
ſo great, as the word incarnate which carries 
ail the Tu pes of his glory and Power. About 
him only ſhould be all our curiofity, our 
knowledge, our admiration, and our love; 
becauſe in him we can be ſure to fd all out 
repoſe and conſolation. 

3. Are we not very miſerable, ſince we 
know not our ow! good, but by the iofs ct it, 
which makes us eſtcem ſo little of thoſe things 
we have in our hands: The Ninevites did 
hear old Jenas the Prophet. The Queen of 
Sheba came from far to hear the wiſdom of 
Salomon : Jeſus ſpeaks to us ufually from the 
Pulpits, from the Alters; in our converiat.ons , 
in our affairs and recreations; And vet ue 
do not ſufficiently eſteem his words nor inſp- 
rations.

But it is the laſt ard 
worſt of all ills to deſpiſe our own good. Too 
much confidence is mother of an 2pproaching 
danger: A man muſt keep himicit from te- 
lapſes, 
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lapſes which ate worſe than ſins, which ate 
the greateſt evils of the world ; he that loves 
danger ſhall periſh in it. The firſt fin brings 
with it one Devil, but the ſecond brings ſe- 
yen: There are ſome who vamit up their ſins, 
as the Sea doth cockles, to ſwallow them again 
Their life is nothing but an ebbing and flow- 
ing of fins, and th:ir moſt innocent retreats, 
are a diſpoſition to iniquity. For as boiled 
water doth ſooneſt freeze, becauſe the cold 
works upon it with the greater force; fo 
thoſe little fervours of devotion, which an un- 
faithful ſoul feels in confeſſions, and receiving 
(if it be not refolute quite to forſake wick» 
edneſs) ſerve for nothing elſe but to provoke 
the wicked ſpirit, to make a new impreſſion 
upon her: Tr is then we have moſt reaſon to 
fear God's juſtice when we deſpiſe his mercy. 
We become neareſt of kin to him, when his 
ordinances are followed by our manners, and 
our life by his precepts.

They mutt loſe thoſe Favours to know them 
well, and ſeck outrageouſly without Effe&, 
hat they have kickt away with contempt, be 

cauſe it was ealily poſleſt. | 
2. The Choices and EleQions of God are 
not to be comptebended within our Thoughts, 
but they ſhou'd be adored by our Hearts. He 
is Maſter cf his own Favours, and doth what 
he will in the Kingdoms of Nature, Grace, 
and Glory. He makes Veſſels of Potters Earth 
cf Gold and Silver. He makes Holy-days, and 
Working-das, (ſaith the Wiſe-man) his Li- 
berties are as free to him, as his Thoughts. 
We muſt not examine theReaſon why he doth 
Ls clevate 
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elevate ſome, and abaſe others. Our Eye muſt 
not be wicked, becaule his heart 1s good. Let 
us content ourſclves that he loves theHumble, 
and to know, that the loweſt Place of all, is 
moſt ſecure.

So likewiſe the Graces of God ure not to be 
meaſured according to the Nature of him who 
receives them, but by the pure Bounty ot 
him who gives them. The Humility ct ſome 
doth call him, when the Preſumption of others 
doth eftrar:ige him. The wenk Grounds of 4 
dyirg Law, did no good to the Fews, who diſ- 
dained the Grice of jeſus Chiitt : Ard that 
Diſdain deprived them of their Adoption; cf 
the Glory of the New Jeſtament, of all the 
Promiſes, and cf 1!

vert the honours of God. We offer Sacrifice 
to the world's opinion, like the ſages of Egypt; 
who did hight candles and burn incenie to 
Crocodiles. The Jews loſt their faith to fol- 
low appearances : and there is no ſhorter way 
to Apoſlacy, than to acore the World and 
neglect God. 

4. An opinion makes folks many times 
rats a raſh judgment: They mount into 
God's Chair to judge the hearts of Men: 
The chaſte Doves ate uſed like Ravens, and 
Ravers like Swars. Opinion puts falſe Spec- 
tacles upon cur Eves, which make Faults 
ſcem Virtues ; and Virtues: crimes: Yet 
nevertheleſs we ſthonld think, that virtuous 
Perſons will not conceive an Ill ſuſpicion of 
their neighbour without a very ſure Grcund: 
St. Jen Climacbus ſaith, Fire is no more 
contrary to Water, than raſh Judgment is to 
the State of Repertance. It Is a certain ſign, 
that we do not fee our ewn Sins, when we 
ſeck curicuſly atter the leaſt deteAs of our 
Neighbour. It we would but once enter in- 
to curſeives we ſhould be ſo buſy to lament 
our own Lives, that we ſhould not have time 
to cenſute thoſe of others.

It we behold death bu his natural face, 
he ſeems a litile ſtrange to us, becauſe ve 
have not ſeen him well acted. We lay 
upon him ſcythes, bows and arrows ; we put 
upon him ugly antick taces, we compals 
him round about with terrors and illuſions, 
t all which he never ſo much as thought, 
1 is a profound fleep, in which Nature lets 
itſelf fall inſenſrbly, when ſhe is tired with 
the diſquiets of this life. It is a ceſſation d 
all thoſe ſervices Which the ſoul renders to 
the fleſh. It is an execution of God's will, | 
and a decree common to ail the World, 
To be diſquicted and drawn by the ears, 0, 
pay a debt which ſo many millions of men 
{of all conditions) have paid before us, 1 
to do as & Frog that would ſwim adainſt 3

It is nat death, but a wicked life we 
have cauſe to fear. Tha t only lies heavy, and 
both troubles us, and keeps us from under- 
ſtanding and taſtin 7 the ſweets of death. He 
that can die, to fo many little dcad and 
ding things, {which make us die every day 
bu our unwill.ngnels to ſorſake them) (hall 
End that death is nothing to him. But we 
would fain (in death) carry the World with 
us upon our ſhouſders to the grave: and that 
is a thing we cannot do. We would avoid 
the judgment of a juſt God, and that is 2 
thing which we ſhou! id not fo much as think, 
Let us clear our accounts before we die : let 
us take order {or our Souls repentance, and 
a mcderate care of our bodies burial: Let us 
order our goo:''s by a good and charitable teſ- 
tament, with a ditereet direction for the poor, 
for our chile ren ard kindred to be executed 
by tit perſons.

UR Suviour Jeſus makes here a frond 
aſfanlt upon death, . cute our infirmin: 
atz the coſt of his dearcott Friends; II. ſuffercd 
8 whom he loved tende: vs to Bl ; 
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ities; and that, to make men Saints, they muſt 
not enjoy too much health. A ſoul is never 
more worthy to be a houie tor God, than 
when ſhe raifeth up the greatne!s of hcr cou- 
rage, the body being caſt down with ficknek, 
A foul which ſuffers, is a facred thing. All 
the world did touch our Saviour before his paſ- 
fien; the throng ot people preited upon him, 
but after his death be would not be touched 
by St. Mary Mar dalen, becauſe, he was con- 
ſecr atcd by his dolours. 

Ihe good ſiſters diſpatch a meſſenger 
not to a range God, as they who ſeek tor 
health by rEm«dies, which art a thouſand time: 
worſe than the difeaſe : But they addretſed 
themſelves to the living God, the God of life 
and death, to drive away death. And to re- 
cover lite, they were content only to ſheve 
the wound to the faithful Fiiendfhip of the 
Phytician, without preſcribing any remedies: 
tor that is better loft to his providence, than 
committed to our paſſion. 

2. He &cfers his cute to tai ſe from death, 
The dels v ot God's favours, is not always 8 
reuſe}, bat ſometimes a double liberainty, 
the vows ot good men are paid with wury, 
I wis expedient that [,azarus ſhould die, 
wat he might triumph over death, in the tri— 
umph of J-ſus Chritt. It is here that we 
mould alwavs raiſe high our thought, by con- 
ering our vlory in the ſtate of Reſurrection: 

he would have us believe it, not only as it is 
a \ctilon of Nature 1Mmpt; inted above thc ſkies, 
upon 
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upon the plants or e'ements of the World 
And as a doctrine which minv antient philo- 
ſophets hid by the light ot rature ; but alf 
as a belict which is falt joine4 to the faith we 
have in the Divine Providence, which keeps 
our hod es in truſt under its ſeal within the 
boſm of the earth, ſo that no preſcription of 
time can make laws to rettrain his power, ha- 
ving paſſed his word and raited up Lazarus 
who wis but one grain ot feed in reſp-Ct of 
al: Poſterity. 

4. Jeſus wept over Laz zras thereby to 
weep over us al, our eviis were Imentabe, 
and cou'd never lufficien'ly be deplored, with- 
aut opening a fountain of tears wii hin heaven, 
and within the Eyes of the Son of God, This 
is juſtly the river which comes from that place 
of all pl-aſure io water Paradiſe.

He doth not icquire us to make a Heaven, 
NOT Stars, nor to enlarge th Sea, or to make 
the Earth firm; but to make ourlelyes Hcly 
as he is Holy accord ag 10 our Capacity,) And 
this we may gain by his Favour, which he hath 
by his own Nature, No Mau is worthy 1

by the Sufferings of Jeſus. If we ſuffer in 
Sin, we carry the Cro!s of the bad Thief We 
mult carry the Crols of Jeſus, and conſecraie 
our tribulations by our own Virtues.

But he watered his triumphs with tears, to 
weep for our joys, wh ich were 10 proceed 
out of his fadnels. Tt is related by an ancient 
Orator, that when Con/tantine made his entry 
into great Brittanny (where be was born) the 
people received him with ſo great appliufe 
that they kiſſed the ſails and Oars of the Vef, 
l which brought him, and were ready to 
pave

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pave the ſtreets with their bodies, for hint to 
tread on, If they did fo for a mortal man, 
what ſhould we not do for an eternal God, 
who comes to buy us with his precious Blood 
and cemarids entrance into our hearts, only 
to give us Paradiſe. 

2. He walks towards his Croſs amorgſt the 
Cries of Favour and Joy, to teach us with 

what chearfulneſs we ſhould conform ourſelves 
to abide our own ſufferings; imitating the 
Anoſtles, who received their fit ſt reproaches 
as Manna from Heaven, He would have us 
prepar'd and reſolved always to ſuffer Death 
patiently ; whether it be a Death which raifeth 
up out ſpirit to forſake ſenſuality, or a natural 
Death.

I, Zzarus being raiſed from his Grave, 

converieth familiarly with Jeſus,and 
to preſerve the Life which he had newly re- 
ceived, he tics himſelt continually tothe foun- 
tain of Lives; to teach us, that ſince we have 
begun to make a ſfrong converſion from Sin 
to grace, we muſt not be out of the Sight of 
God: we mutt live with him, and of him; 
with him, by applying our Spirit, our prayers 
our Fer vouis, dur patlior ate ſighs toward him: 
And live of him by often receiving the Bleſſed 
&crament. Happy they (faith the Angel in 
ine Apocalypſe) who are invited to the wed- 
ding hos per of the Lamb.

ſome Wile lay Hands on jeſus and kill him. 
But they ſaid, Not on the Feſtival Day, leſt 
there be a Tumult of the People. An1 when 
he was at Betbania, in the Houſe of Simeon the 
Leper, and ſat at Meat, there came a Wo: 
man 
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man having an Alabaſter Box ot Oin ment 
of precious Spikenard, and breaking the Al- 
labafter Box, ſhe poured it out upon his Head. 
But there were certain that had Indignation 
within themielves, and ſaid, Why is this 
Waſte of Ointment made? For this Oint- - 
men might have been ſold for more than 
Three Hundred Pence, and given to the 
Poor. And they murmured againſt her, But 
Jeſus aid, Let her alone, why do vou mo- 
leſt her ? Ihe has wrought a good Work up- 
on me; For the Poor vou have always with 
you; and when you will, you may do them 
good, but me you have rot always. That 
which ſhe had | ſhe has done; ; ſhe bas pre- 
vented the anointing of my Body for Burial, 
/men, I ſay to you, Wherever this Goſpel 
mall be preach'd in the whole World, that 

allo, which ſhe has done, ſhall be told for 
a Memorial of her. And Judas Iſcariot, one 
a the Twelve, went to the Chiet Prieſts, to 
betray him to than. Who hearing it, were 
glad. And the; promiſed him to give him 
money, And he ſought how he might betray 
him conveniently And the firſt Day of the 
Az ms, when they ſacrificed the Faſch; the 
Diſciples ſay to him, Whither wilt thou that 
we go, and prepare tor thee to eat the Paſch? 
And he ſends two of his Diſciples, and lays 
to them. Go into the City, ard there thall 
meet ou a Min, carrying a Pitcher of Wa- 
ter, follow him, and wherever he enters, fay 
to the Maſter ct the Houſe, The Maſter faith, 
| "OP where 


& 
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ih re is my tefectorv, where I may eat the 
Paſch with mv Diſciples ? And he wi'l ſhew 
you a great Chamber adorned ; and there 
prepare for vs. And his Diſciples went 
away, and came wth the City; and they 
found as he had told them and they prepared 
the Paich. And hen Evening was come, 
he comes with the "I'welve, And when they 
were fitting at the Table, and cating, Jeſus 
Jaid, Amen, I {ay to you, one ot you will 
betray me; he that cateth with me. But 
they began to be iad, and to fav to him ſe— 
vera'ly, Is it Il? Who ſaid to them, One of 
the Twelve, he that dippeth with me, bis 
Hand in the Diſh. And ihe Son of Man in- 
deed goes, as it is written of hm; But woe 
to that Man, by whom the Son of Man ſhall 
be betrayed ; it were good for him it thatMan 
bad not been born. And whilſt they were 
eating, Jeſus tock Bread, and bleſſing, broke 
and gave to them, ard ſaid, Take, this is 
my Body. And taking the Chalice, giving 
thanks, he gave to them, and they all drank 
of it, And he ſaid to them, Ibis is my 
Blood of the New Teſtament, that ſhall be 
thed for many. Amen | ſay to you, that 
now [ will not drink of the Fruit of the Vine 
untill that Day when I ſhall drink it new in 
the Kingdom of Ged. And a Hymn being 
ſaid, they went forth unto Mount Olivet. 
And Jeſus ſays to them, You will all be ſc an- 
dalized in me this Nig ht: For it is written, 


Iwill ſtrike the Paſtor, and the Sheep * 
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be diſperſed. But after I ſhall rije again, 1 
will go before you into Gall/ilee, And Peter 
jaid to him, Although all ſhall be ſcad .lized 
yet not I. And Jeſus ſaid to him, Amen I lay 
to thee, That thou to Day, in this Night, 
beſore the Cock crow twice, wilt thrice de- 
ny me. But he ſpoke mere vehemently, al- 
though I ſhalt die together with ther, i will 
rot deny thee. And in like manrer alſo ſaid 
they H. And they came into a Farm-p:ace 
called Getbſemani. And he ſaid to his Diſci- 
ples, fit you here, until I pray. And he takes 
Prter and James, and Jabn with him, and he 
began to tear, and to be heavy. "And he 
ſad to them, My Soul is forrowful even to 
Death : Stay here, and watch. And when 
he was gone fol ward a little, he fell flat on 
the Ground: And he prav'd, that if it might 
be, ihe Hour might pals from him. And he 
jad, Abba, Father, all things are poſſible to 
thec, transfer this Chalkce from me; but 
not that which I will, but that which thou 
wilt, And he comes, and finds them fleep- 

„And he taid io Peter, Simon, fſleep- 
eſt thou? Couldſt thou no: watch one hour? 
Watch and pray that yeu enter rot into 
Temptation, The Spirit ind:ed is ready, 
but the PFleſh inftirm. And going away 
again, he prayec, laying the fame word, 
Ard returning again he tound them fleeping 
{for their Eyes ge heavy) and they knew 
not what — ſhould anſwer him. Ard he 
comes to them the third time, end ſoys to 

3 them 
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them, Sleep ye now and take Reſt; it is 
enough, the Hour is come; beheld tte Sen 
of Man ſhall be betrayed into the Hinds cf 
Sinners; Ariſe, let us go, beho'd, he that 
will betray me 1s at hand. And as he was 
vet ſpeaking, comes Judas Iſcariet, ene of 
the Twelve, and with him a great Multi. 
tude, with Sworus ard Clubs, from the 
Chief Fricſts, and the Scribes and the Ar- 
cients. And the Petra\ er of him had given 
them a Sign, ſay ing. Fe | ſhall 
kiſs, it is he, lay hold on kim, ard le:d kim 
warily, Ard when he wes come, in r medi. 
ately going to him, he ſays, Rabbi, and ki- 
ſed him : But thev laid Hards on him, and 
held him. Anda certain Man cf the Stand- 
ers by, drawing out his Swerd, firuck the 
Servant of the Chief Prieft, and cut off his 
Ear. And Jeius anſwering, {id to them, 
As to a Thict, are you come out with Swords 
and Clubs to apprehend me? I wes Gaiy 
with you in the Temple teachirg, and you 
did not lay Hands on me. But that the Scrip- 
ture may be fulfiiPd. Then his Difciples 
leaving him, all fled. And a certain young 
Man ſollow'd him, cov-r'd with Linen on- 
ſy ; and they took him: But ke caſtitg off 
the Linen, fled from them naked. And they 
brought Jeſus to the Chief Pricft ; and all 
the Priefis, and the Scribes, ard the A! cients 
aſſembled together, And Peter followed him 
afar off, even to the Court of the Hign 


Pricit, and he ſat wich the Servants at the 
| Fire 
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Fire, and warm'd himſe f. And the Chict 
Prieſts, and all the Council ſought Feſtimo— 
ny againſt Jeſus, that they might put him to 
Death; neither fourd they a iy ; for many 
ſpoke falſe Witneſs 2gainft him, but their 
Tcſtimornes did not-agree. Ard certain ri- 
ſing up, bore tile Witneſs againſt him, ſay- 
ing. We heard him lay, I will diſſolve this 
Temple made with IIands, and in three 
Dans I wit build another rot made with 
Hands; and their Teſtimony was net agree» 
ing. And the High Prieſt riſirg up in the 
miſt, 2 ied Je! Ub, laying, An:werclt thou 
nothing to theſe things chat are objected 
againſt thee by theſe ? But he held his peace, 
and anſwered nothing. Again the High 
Prieſt aſke4 kim, ar! laid to him, Art thou 
Chrift, the Son of the Bleſſed God? And Je- 
ſus ſays lo him, I 2m : And vou ſhall ſee the 
Son ef Man, fitting on the right Hard of 
Power, ard coming w'th the Cleuds of Hea- 
ven- Ard the High Prieſt rending his Gar- 
ments, ſays, What nerd we Witnelles any 
further, You have heard Blaſphemy, how 
think you ? Who il cordemned him to be 
Evilty of death. And certain began io ipit upon 
him, and to cover his Face, . to beat him 
wich vuſtets ard to fay to him, re pheſy. And 
the Servants gave kim Blows. And when Peter 
was in the Court bencsth, there comes one 
of the Women-Setvants of the H gh Prieſt 3 
ard when-the had ſeen Peter warming him, 
beholding him, ſhe ſays, And thou nn 
C- us 
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Jeſus of Nazareth. But Peter denied. ſaying, 
Neither know I, neither do 1 underſtand 
What thou ſay'ſt. And he went forth before the 
Court and the Cock crew. Andagain, a Maid 
ſeeing him, began to ſay to the Standers-by, 
This Fellow is of them. But he denied 
again, Ard after a while, again, they that 
Nood by, ſaid to Peter, Verily thou art of 
them, for thou art a Gallilean. But he be- 
gan to curſe and to ſwear,that I know not this 
man whom you ſpeak of. And immediately 
. the Cock crew again. Ard Peter remember'd 
the Word, that Jeſus hid ſaid to him, Be- 
fore the Cock crow twice, thou wilt thrice 
de ny me; and he began to weep. And torth- 
with in the Mornirg, the Chief Prieſts, with 
She Ancients and the Scr;bes, are the whole 
Council, conſulting together, binding Jeſus, 
Jed and de'iver'd him to Fi/ate. *Ard Pilite 
aſk'd him, Art thou the King of the Jews ? 
But he anſwering, ſaid to kim, I hou ſay'ſt 
it. And the Chief Prieſts accuſed him in 
many things Ard Filate again aſked him, 
ſayivg, Anſwereſt thou rothing? Ses in how 
many things they accuſe thee. But Jetus 
aniwered nothing mcre ; ſo that Pilate wor- 
der'd. And cn the Feſtival Day he was 
wont to releaſe to them ore of the Priſoners, 
whomſcever they demanded. And there was 
one called Barabbas, who was put in Priſon 
with ſediticus Per/ons, who in a Sedition had 
committed Murder. And when ihe Multi- 


coding 


tude was come up, they began to require, 
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according as he always did to them. And 
Pilate anſwer'd them and ſaid, Will you that 
I releaſe to you the King of the Jews ? For he 
knew that the Chief Prieſts for envy had deli- 
ver'd him. But the Chief Prieſts moved the 
People, that he ſhould releaſe Barabbas rather 
to them. But Pilate again anſwering, ſaid to 
them, What will vou then that I do to the 
King of the Jews ? But they again cried, Cru- 
city him. And Pilate ſaid to them, Why what 
evil has he done? But they cricd the more, 
Crucity him. And Pilate, willing to ſatisfy the 
people, releas'd to them Barabbas; And having 
ſcourged Jeſus deliver'd him to be crucißied. 
Ard the Soldiers led him into the Court of the 
Palace, and called together the whole Band: 
And they cloath him in purple, and platting a 
crown of thorns, they put it upon him, And 
they began to ſalute him, Hail King of the 
Jews. And they ſtruck his Head with a reed; 
and they did ſpit on him, and bowing their 
knees, they ador'd him. And aſter thty had 
mocked him, they ſtripped him cf the Purple, 
and put on him hisown garments,and they led 
him forth to crucify him. Ard they forced 
a certain Man that paſſed by, 6:mon a Cyre- 
ncan, coming from the Country, the Father 
ot Alexander and R1/jus, tg rake up his Croſs, 
And they bring him into the Place cf Golgo - 
the, which being interpreted, is the Place of 
Calvary. And they gave him to drink, Wine 
mingled with Myrth; and he took it not 
Aud they that crucified hm, divided his 
: 321 ment? 
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Garments, caſting Lots for them, to ſee which 
they ſhould rake. And it was the third hour, 
Ad th*y crucified him. And the title of 
his Cuwule wes lupe -r{cribed Ming of the Fews. 
And with him then crucihed two Thieves; 
one on th. R ght Hand, and another on the 
Left. A-.d the Scripture was fulklied that 
faith, Ana with the Wicked he was reputed, 
and they that piled by, bia phem'd him wag- 
ging their Heads. and ſaying, Brave ! chen 
that Geittoyeſt the Jemple, and in three 
Days 3, buiideſt it, ſve thytc't, coming don 
from the Croſs, In | ke mai ner alto, the 
Chief Prieſts, mockiny, ſaid with the Sc ribes, 
one to another. tle ſaved others, himicit 
he cannot ſave Let Chrilt he King of If- 
rael come now down from the Cro's, that 
we may fee and believe. And they that were 
crucih-d with him, revil'd him. And when 
it was the Sixth Hou, there came Darkneſs 
upon the whole Larth, until the Ninth Hour, 
And at the Ninth Hyur, Jeſus cried out 
with a mighty Voice, ſaying, Eſa, Ela, La- 
maſabatthani, Which is, being inte rpreted, 
M God, my God, why haſt thou forſaken 
me? A a certan of the Standers-by hear- 
r, ſaid, Behold, he calls Elias. Ard one 
running, and filing a Sponge with Vinegar, 
and putting 2 nbout a Reed, gave him to 
drink, ſayirg, Stay, let us fee if Lias comes 
to take him Aen. And ]-ſus crying out 
with a mighty Voice, GAVE UP THE 
GHOST. And the Vell of the Temple was 
rent 
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rent in two, frcem the Top to the Bottom, 
And the Centurion that ſlood over againit him, 
ſeeing that lo crying,he had given up the ghoſt, 
ſaid, Indeed this Man was the Son of God. 
And there were alſo Women Iccking on 
afar off ; among whom was Mary 17, gdalen 
and Mary the Mother of James the younger, 
end of Veſeth ard Salome: And when he 
was in Calliiee, they ſollou ed him, ard mi- 
niſter'd to him, and many other Women, 
that came uf together wi h him to y eruſe!crn, 

And when Evening Was NOW com. 8 
it was the Paralceve, which is the Sabbath- 
Eve) came T*ſetb of Arama ca, a Noble-Ofi- 
cer, x ho himſelt alſo was expedtirg the king» 
com of God ; and he went in be ldly to Pilate, 
and aſked the Body of Jeſus. But P:late mar- 
velle d, if he were now dead, And ſending for 
the Centurion, aſk'd him, if he were row dead? 
And when he underſtocd it by the Cen ur ion, 
he gave the Bed to Joſef h. And Jeſebb buy- 
ing fine Liren, and taking him down, wrapt 
him in the Linen, and laid him in a Monu- 
ment, that was hew'd out of a Rock. And he

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Paſch; and the Chief Prieſts and the Scribes 
fought how they might k I Jeſus, but they 
feared the People, And Satan entered into 
Judac, who was fir-named //carict, one of 
the Twelve, And he went and taiked with 
the Chief Prieſts and the Magiſtratcs, how 
he might betray him to them. And the 
were glad, ard agrecd to give him Morey ; 
and he promis'd. And he fought Opportu— 
nity to betray him apart from the Multitude, 
And the Day of the Azyms came, wherein 
it was necellary that the Patch thould be kil- 
le. And he ſent Pier and 7chn, ſaying, 
Go, and prepare us the Paſch, that we may | 
eat. But they ſaid, Where wilt thou have 
us p*epareit? And he faid to them, Behold, 
as you enter into the City, there ſhail meet 
you a Man, carrying a Pitcher ot Water, fol 
low him into the Houſe, into which te enter- 
eth; agd you- ſhall ſay to the Man of the 
Houſe, the Maſter faith to thee, Where 1s 
the Room, where I may cat the Paſch with 
my Diſciples ? And he will ſhew you a great 
RefcQory adorn'd ; and there prepare Ard 
they going, found as he ſaid to them, and 
prepared the Paſch. Ard when the Bour 
was come, he fat dowr, ard the Tweive 
Apoſtles with him. And he ſeid to them, | 
With Deſiie I have deſir'd to eat this Paſch 
with vou before | ſufier. Fer 1 1: y to you, 
That from this time I will rot eat it, till it | 
be fulfill d in the Kirgdom of God, And ta- 
king the Chalice, he gave thanks, and ſaid, ou K 
| Aa! 
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and divide among vou, for I ſay to vou, That [ 
will not drink ot the Fruit of the Vire, till 
the Kingdom of God comes. uind taking 
Bread, he gave Thanks and broke, and gave 
to them, ſaying, This is my Body, given 
for you f Do this for a Remembrance of 
me. in like manrer the Chalice alſo, after 
he had (upped, ſaying, This is the Chalice, 
the New Teftamert in mv Blocd which ſhall 
be ſhed for you. But yet beho'd the Hard 
of him that betrays me, is with me on the 
Table, And the Son of Man indeed goes, 
according to that which is determired ; but 
yet Woe to that Man, by whom he ſhall be 
betraved. And they tegan to queſtion among 
themſelves, which of them it ſhould be that 
ſhould do this. And there ſe l alſo a Conten- 
tion bet ween them, which of them ſeemed 
to be the greater. And he ſaid to them, The 
Kings of the Gentiles rule over them, and 
they that have Power over them, are called 
Benefactors. But you not ſo; but let him 
that is the greater among you, become as the 
leſſer, and he that is the Leader, as the Ser- 
vant. For which is greater, he that ſits at 
the Table, or he that miniſters ? Is it not Fe 
that ſits ? But I am in the midſt of you, as 
one that miniſters; and you are they who 
have remained with me in my Temptations. 
And I diſpoſe to you, as my Father diſpoſed 
to me, a Kingdom ; that you may eat and 
drink at my Table, in my Kingdom, ard 


| may ſit on Thrones, judging the Twelve

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Tribes of /frael. And our Lord ſaid Simen, 
St men, behold Satan has required to have 
yon, toi it as Wheat: Bot I have praycd for 
thee, hat thy Faith fail not: and thou ſome 
time converted, confirm thy Brethren. Who 
faid o him, Lord, with thee I am ready to 
go, both into Prifc n, and to Death. und he 
ſaid, [ fay to hee Peter, ihe Cock ſhall not 
crow to-day till thou thrice deny that thou 
knoweſt me. And he (aid to them, when! 
ſent you withcut a Purie or Scrip, ard 
Shoes, did you lack anv hinge? And they 
ſaid, nothing He {aid herefore to them, 
But now he that he- a Purſe, let him take 
it; ard likewrc a Scrip ; and he that has 
not, let him ſell his Coat, and buy a Sword: 
For I fay to you, (hat this that is written, 
muſt yet be fulfilled in me: And with the 
Wicked was he repu d. For thoſe Thing; 
that are concerning me have an End, But 
they ſaid, Lord, behol'!, here are two Swores, 
And he favs to them, It is enough. And 
going forth, he wert according to his cuſtom 
to Mount Olivet. And his Diſciples allo 
followed him. And when he was come 0 
the Place, he ſaid to them, Pray leſt you 
enter into Temptation. And he removed 
from them, a ſtone's caſt; a*d kneeling, be 
prayed, taying, Fa her, it thou wilt, trans- 
fer this Chalice from me : But vet not my 
Will, but thine be done. And there appear- 
ed to him an Arge from Heaven, ſtrengthen- 
ing him; and being in an Agnr, he prayed 
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a long time, And his Sweat became 2s 
Drops of Blocd trickling down on the Earth. 
And when he was riſen up from Prayer, and 
was come to his Diſcip'es, he found them 
ſiceping for ſadneſs. And he laid to them, Why 
ſleep vou?

As he was yet (peaking. behold 
a Muititnde, and ne that ws call: F Judas 
ore of the Towel ve, went heore them, and 
approached Jeſus to kiſs him. Ard Jeſus 
faid unto him, Judas, dolt hon betray the Son 
of Man with a Kiſs ? And they that were 
2bont him, ſeeing what would be, ſais to 
him, Lord, ſhall we ſtrike with the Sword? 
Ard one of them ſtruck the Servant of the 
High-Prieſt, ard cut cf hs Right Ear. But 
Jeſus anſwering, ſaid, Suffer ye thus far. 


Ard wher he had touched his Ear, be healed 


him And Jeſus ſaid to them that were come 
to him, the Chief Prieſts and Magiſtrates of 
the Temple, and Ancients, As it were to a 
Thief, are ve come forth with Swords and 
Clubs? When 1 was daily with you in the 
Temple, ycu did not lay Hands on me ; but 
this is vour Hour, and the Power ef Dark- 
rels. And appec hending him, they led him 
to the High Prieſt's Houſe. And Peter fol- 
lowed far off. And a fire being kindled in 
”_ midſt of the Court; ard they fitting about 
„Peter was in the midſt of them, Whom

and had beheld him, ſhe ſaid; This fellow was 
alſo with him. But he denied him, ſaying, 
Woman 
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Woman, I know him not. And afier awhile, 
another Man ſeeing him ſaid, And thou art 
of them. But Peter ſaid, O Man, I am 
not. And atter the Space, as it were, of 
one Hour, a certain other Man afticmed, 
ſaving, Verily, this Fellow alto was with him 
for he is allo a Gallilean. And Feter 141d Min, 
] know not what thou ſav'ſt. And immedi- 
ate'y, as he was yet peaking, the Cock 
crew, ard our Lord turning, ock'd on Peter, 
And Peter remembred the Werd of our 
Lord, as he had ſaid, That before the Cock 
crow thou wilt thrice deny me. And Peter 
going forth, wept bitterlv. And the Men 
that held him mocked him, beating kim: 
And they did blindfold him, and firuck his 
Face. And they aſked him, ſaying, Pro- 
pheſy who it is that ſtruck thee? And blaſ- 
pheming,they ſaid many other things againſt 
him. And when it was Day, there aſſembled 
the Ancients of the People, and Chiet 
Prieſts, and Scrihes, and thev brought him 
into their Council, ſaying, If thou be Chriſt, 
tell us. And he ſaid to them, It I tell you, 
you will not believe me: If I alfo aſk, you 
' will not anſwer me, nor diſmiſs me. But 
from henceforth the Son ct Mzn ſha!l be fit- 
ting on the Right Hand of the Power cf God.

And when he underſtood, that he was of 
Herod's jutiidiction, he ſent him back tolſerod, 
who was allo himſelt at Ferujal-m in thoſe 
Days. And Herd ſeeing Jeſus, was very

And Fi-r:id and Pilate were made 
friends that Day; tor before they were Ene- 
mies ne to another, Ang Pilate calling to- 
gether the Chict P'rieſts and Magiſtrates, and 
the People, ſaid to them, Y ou have preſent- 
ed to me this Man, as pervcring the People; 
| and behold, 1 cx mining him befote vou, 
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hive found no cauſe in this Man, of thefe 
things, whereof you acc''ſ- him: No, nor 
Herd neither; for | ſent you to him, and 
behol| nothing worthy of Death tis done by 
him. I will chaſtiſe him therefore, and dil- 
miſs him. Ard he was of neceſſity to relca e 
to them one on the Feſtival D. y. But the 
whole Muliitude together cri-d out, ſaying, 
diſpatch him, and releale tous Barabbas, who 
was, for a certain Sedition made in the City, 
and Murder, caſt into Priſon. And Pate 
again ſpoke to them, defirous to rel-a'e je- 
jus. But they cried again, ſaying, Crucity cruc;- 
fy him, And he, the third t. me, laid to them, 
Why,what Evil has this Man done? I find no 
cauſe of Death in him. I wilt correct him 
theretore,and let him go But they were inſtant 
with loud Voices, requirirg, that he might 
be crucified.

And there 
were led allo other two Mal- factors with 
him, to be executed. Ard aiter they came

MoRALITIES, 

1. IES Us loves his ſervants for an end, 
J till the ful accompliſhment of that end 
The world loves his creatures with a love 
which tends to concupiſcence z but this is not 
the end for which they were made or ſhould 
be loved. There is a very great difference 
. between them; for the love of worldly men 
plays the tyrant in the World : Snatching and 
turning all things from the true ſcope and in- 
tention for which they were made by God, 
diverting them to prophane uſes,by turbulent 
ard forcible ways. The world pleaſeih iiſelt 
to ſet up Idols every where, to make itſe'f a- 
dored in them as chief Sovereign. It makes 
uſe of the Sun to light his crimes ; of the fat- 
neſs of the earth to fatten his pleaſures, of ap- 
parel for his luxury, of all metals to kind'e 
Avarice, and of the pureſt beauties to ſerve 
ſenſuality. And if by chance it love any cres- 
ture, with a well-wiſhing love, and as it 
ovght to be loved, that is not permanent, 
The wind is not more inconſtant, nor a ca'm 
at Sea more unfaithful, than worldly triend- 
ſhip. For ſometimes it begins with Fire, and 
ends in Ice. It is made as between a pot and 
a Babs, and is broken ſooner than a glas. The 
antiem 
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antient Almans tried their Children in the 
Rhine, but true Friendſhip is tried in a fea of 
Tribulation. It is only Jeſus (the preſerver 
and reſtorer of all things) who loves us from 
Eternity to Eternity. We mult follow the 
ſacred ſteps of hs examples, - to reduce our- 
ſelves to our firſt heginning, and to bring our- 
ſelves to the final point of our happineſs. 

2. The water at firſt was a mild element 
whichſerved the Majeſty of God, as « floating 
Chariot, ſince (as the Scripture laith) his 
Spirit was carried upon the Waters, from 
whence he drew the ſeeds which produce all 
the world. But after man had ſinned, like a 
ſupreme Judge, he made uſe of the geiitleſt 
things to be ihe Inſtruments of our puniſh 
ments. The water which carried the divine 
mercies, was choſen at the deluge, todrownall 
mankind, Now at this time Jeſus ſanQifhed 
it by his ſacred touch: He took the Baton, 
which being in his hands became greater and 

more ful; o Majeſty, thin all the Ocean, 
Our ſp ts which cternity could not waſhclean 
arc taken away at Baptiſm, by one only drop 
ot water ſanctifisd by his bleſſing. He pre- 
vents the biih Ut lis blood, by the bath of an 
elemen ; which he doth expreſſy before his in- 
ſtation of the bi-fNed Sacramen', toteach us 
what purity «i lite, of heart, of faith, of in- 
tention and affections we muſt bring to the 
holy Euchariſt. It is neceſſary to chaſe away 
all ſtrange gods (which ana and paſſions) 
before we receive the god of Iſtael: We muſt 
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waſh ourſcives in the Waters of repentance, 
and charge our attire by a new converſation, 
It is too much for us to give ſich for fleſh, the 
body of a miſerable man for that of Jetus 
Chriſt. The corſideration of our fins ſhould 
bring up the blaod of bluſhing in our checks, 
ſince they were the only cauſe why he ſhed his 
molt precious blood upon the Croſs for us, 
Alas! the heavens are not pure before his moſt 
pure ſpirit, which purifics all nature: Then 
tow can we go to him, with ſo many volun. 
tary ſtains and deformities ? Is it not to caſt 
flowers upon adunghil, and to drive Swine to 
a clear Fountain, when we will go to Jeſus 
(the Author of innccercy) carrying with us 
the ſteps ard ſpots of our henious fins, 

3. Jeſus would not only take upon himſelf 
the *. of man, but that alſo of a baſe ſervant, 
as ſaint Paul faith, It was the cflice cf ſlaves 
to carry water to Waſh bodics; which made 
David ſay, that Moab ſhoulg be the Baſon of 
his hope, expreſſing thereby, that he would 
humble the Moabites ſo low, that they ſhould 
ſerve only to bring Water to waſh unclean 
houſes, Alas, who would have ſaid, that the 
Nleſſias was come amongſt us to execute the 
office of a Meabiie? What force hath conquer- 
ed him, what arms have brought him under, 
but only love? How can we then become 
proud, and burn incenle to that Ido] called 
point of honour, when we {ce how our God 
humbled himſelf in this ation? Obſerve with 
what preparation the Evangeliſt ſaid that bi 
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heavenly Father hath put al! into his hands: 
That tie came trom God and went to God; 
and yet inſtead of taking the World's Scepter 
he takes a Baſon and humblcs himſel! to the 
molt ſervile offices, And it the waters of this 
Baion cannot burſt in us the foul! impuſthume 
of vanity, we mult exp no other remedy, 
but the etcrnal ſlemes of hell-fice.

The ziſt Adam ſtole the fruit, and 
the {ccond is ordaincd to make ſatisſaction, It 
is a ſtrange thing, that he choſe the places of 
our delights, for ſuffering his paſts ; and never 
Jook*d upon our molt dainty ſweets, but to 
Graw cut of them moſt bitter ſorrows. Gar- 
dens are made for recreations, but our Saviour 
finds there only deſolation. The Olivcs, 
which are tokeus of peace, denounce Var un- 
to him. The plants there do groan ; the flow- 
ers are but flowers ct &.ath, and thoſe foun- 
tains arc but fountains of {ſweat and blocd. 
He that ſha!l ſtudy well this Gerden, muſt 
nec ds be aſhamed of all his pleaſant Gardens; 
and will forſake thoſe refined curgſitic of u- 
lips, to make his heart become another mzn- 
ner of Garden, where Je:us ſhould be planted 
as the only tree of lif e, Which brings forth 
the moſt perfect fruits ot Juſtice, 

2. It was there that the greateſt Chamnicn 
of the world u:datock ſo great combats, 
which began with twear ard blood, but ended 
with the loſs of his lite. There were ow 
marvclous 2zgonics, of God and Dcath; 
Joy ald 8 Sort ow; cf thesoal and Fleſh 45

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ſus. God and Death were two incomparable 
things, ſince God is the firſt, aud the moſt 
univerial of all lives, who baniſheth from him 
all the operations of death, and yet his love 
finds means to unite them together for our 
redemption. 

The joy of beatitude was a fruition cf 4! 
Celeſtial delights, whereunto nothing which 
diſpleaſeth, could have acceſs ; and 3% Jeius 
ſuſfered iorrow to give him a mot tal blow even 
in ſanctuary of his Divin ty. He aft ted im- 
felt for us, becauſe we knew rot What it was 
to aMiQt ourſelves for him; and he deicerded 
by our ſteps to the very angutithes of death, to 
make us riſe by his death to the greateſt 
Joys of life. 

Jo be mort, there was a great duc] between 
the affeQionate love, and the virginal fleſh of 
Jeſus. His ſoul did naturally love a body 
which was ſo obedient ; and his body follows 
ed wholly the inclinations of his Soul : There 
was ſo perfect an agreement between theſe 
two parties, that their ſeparation mult nceds 
be moſt dolorous. YetJeius wou!d have it ſo, 
and ſign the decree by iweating blood. And 
a5 if it had been too linle to weep for our fins 
with two eyes, he ſul.cred as many eyes as 
he had veins, to be made in his body, to ſhed 
for us tears of his own b'ocd.

N that obſcure and dolorous night wherein 

our Saviour was apprehended, three ſorts 
of darknefles were caſt upon the Jews, upon 
Fudar, and upon St. Peter: A carkneſs ct 
obduration upon the hearts of the Jews; a 
darkneſs of ingrateful Malignity upon Judas; 
ard a darkneſs of infirmity upon St. Peter. 
Was there ever any blindreſs like that of the 
Jews, who ſought for the ſhining Sun with 
lighted torches, without knowing him by 
{o many beams of power which ſhined from 
him. They are ſtrucken down with the voice 
of the Son of God; as with lightning; and 
they riſe again upon the Earth to arm them- 
ſeives againſt Heaven. They bind his hands 
to take away the uſe of his forces, but they 
cou'd not ſtop the courſe cf his Pounties. To 
ſhew that he is totally good, he. is good 
and charitable even amongſt his mercileſs 
executioners, and he loſt all he had, (ſaving 
his God-head) only to gain patience. 

When St. Peter ſtruck the High. Prieſt's 
Servant, the patience of our Lord Jeſus re- 
ceived the blow, and had no patience till he 
was healed, If goodneſs did ſhew forth any 
One 
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one beam in the G.:rder,, madeſty ſent forth 
another in the houſe of 4nnas, when his face 
was ſtrucken by a ſervie Hand, his mouth 
opencd itſeſt as a Temple, from whence came 
nothing but ſweenels and light The God of 
tru'h ſpcaketh to Carphas, ard they ſpit upon 
his brizhtre's, and cover that face which muſt 
(üg over Heben for us. The mirrour of 
Angels is tarmiſhe with the ſpi'tle of i; fer- 
n.l m-nths, ag d wourd:d bv the moſt ſacri— 
lego hands, without any diſturbance of tis 
conſtancy. That was invincible by his virtue, 
as th- wilfulne'- of the J-ws ſtood unmorve- 
able y their obduration. There are ſouls 
which after thev have filled the earth with 
crimes, expect no cute cf their diſeales, but 
by the hel! of the ro probate. 

2. Tie ſecond darkneſs appeareth by the 
black pe ſſion of Fudas who falls down into 
hell wich his eyes open; and after he had 
ſold his foul, ſold Jeſus, and both all he had 
and all he was, to buy an infamous halter to 
hang kim elf.

Jeſus is in her ſleep; when ſhe talketh, Jeſus 
is upon her tongue, if ſhe write, Jeſus is un- 
der her pen; her letter defended him at 
the Judgment-hall, when all the world con. 
demned him, ſhe calieth him holy : when 
they uſed him like a thief, ſhe maketh her 
huſband waſh his hands before he touched 
that blood, the high price of which the pro- 
claimed. She was a Roman lady by nation, 
called Clauda Procula, and it was very fit 
ſhe ſhould defend this Jeſus, who was to plant 
the ſeat of his Church in Rome, Alifthis while 
Jeſus doth good among ſo many evils. He 
had cauſed a place to be bougſit newly lor the 
burial of Pilgrims, at the price of his blood; 

he reconciles Hered and Pilate by che loſs of 
his life ; he ſets Barrabbas at liberty by the 
loſs of his honour ; he ſpeaks not one word 
to him that killed St. Fohn the Baptiſt, 
who was the voice.

made him appear as a Sorcerer : And ſo ma- 
ny cui ſes pronounced 2gainſt him, made him 
as the dimiſhve Goat mentioned in Levitrcus, 
which was a miſerable beaſt, upon which 
they caſt all ther execrations before they 
ſent it to die in tre deſatt. He that bindeth 
the ſhowers in clouds to make them water 
the earth, is bound and drawn Ike a ctimi- 
nal perſon ; H- that holds the vaſt Seas in 
his hard, ard ballarceih heaven with his fin- 
gers, is ſtrucken by ſervie hands, Hz: thet 
enam-'s the bolom of the Earth, with a rare 
and pleaſing d verity of flowers, is moſt ig- 
yomirioufly crowned with a Crown of 
Thorns. O hideous prodigies which took away 
from us the :1ght of the Sun, and covered the 
Moon wich a ſorrowful Darkne's. B held 
what a'zarland of flowers he hath taken upon 
his head to expiate the fins of both tcxes. t 
was made of briars and 'I horns, which the 
earth of our fleſh had ſowed for us, and 


which the virtue of his Croſs took awav. 


All the pricks of death were thruſt upon this 
prodigious patience, which planted her 
Throne upon the head of our Lord. Confi- 
der how the Son of God would be uſed for 
our fins, while we live in delicacies? and 
one little cffenſive word goeth to our hearts; 
to which, though he that ſpake it, give the 
iw.ftneſs of wings, yet we kzep it fo ſhut 
up in our hearts, that it getiech leaden heels 
which m ke it continue there fixed.

He denied, and faid, I 
am not. One of the Servants of the High 
Prieſt (a Relation of him, whoſe Ear Peter 
did cut off) ſays to him, Did I not ſee thee in 
the Garden with him ? Again therefore Peter 
denied. And forthwith the Cock crew, They 
therefore bring Jeſus from Caiaphas to the 
Palace. And it was Morning: And they went 
not into the Palace, leſt being contamina- 
te, they might not eat the Paſch. Pilate

Man? They arſer'd and ſaid to him, If 


he were not a Malefactor, we would not 
have deliver'd him up to thze : Pilate there- 
fore ſaid to them: Take him you, and ac- 
cording to your Law judge him.

And the Soldiers platting a Crown of T horns, 
put it upon his Head ; and they put about 
him a Purple Garment : And they came to 
him, and ſaid, Hail King of the Jews, and they

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gave him Blows. Pilate went forth again, and 


fays to them, Behold, | bring him forth to 
you, that you may know, that I find no 
Crime in him. J-ſus therefore went forth, 
carrving the Crown of Thorns, and the pur- 
ple Veltment. And he faith te them, Behold 
the Man. When the Chiet Prieſts therefore, 
and tre Miniſters had ſeen him, they cried, 
Lying, Crucify, Crucify him, Pilate 
ſais to them, Take you him, aig Crucity 
bim; For I find no Crime in him. The 
Jews anlrer'd him, We have a Law, and 
-ccorcing to that Law he ought to Die, be- 
'auſe he has made himſclt tne Son of Gad. 
\W hen Pilate thereiore had heard this ſaying, 
he feared the more. Aud he enter'd into the 
Palace again; and he ſays to Jeſus, Whence 
irt thou; But Jeſus gave him no Anſwer, 
Pilate therefore ſays to him, Speakeſt thou 
rut to me? Knoweſt not thou, that I have 
Puwer to crucike thee, andagower to releaſe 
thee ? Telus an{wer'd, thou chou Mt have 
any power Ger me, unleſs it Wer en thee 
Irm above. 7 bcretore he that has betrayed 
me to thee, bes the greater Sin. From hence- 
torth Pilate ſought to rekaie him: But the 
Jus cry'd, ſaying, If thou releaſe this Man, 
thou art not Ce/ar? Fiiend, Every one that 
makes himſelt a King, oppoſeth Cz/ar. But 
Pilate, when he had heard theſe wores, 
brousht forth Tefus; and he fat in the Judge 
ment-icat, in the Piece that is called Litho- 
Hr cics, aud in the Hebrew, Caaila. And

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it was the Paraſceve of the Paſch ; about the 
Sixth Hour; and he lays to the 7-105, behold 
your King: But they cried, Away, away 
with him, Crucify him, Priate lays to them, 
Shall I crucify your King? The Chief Prieſt 
anſwer's, We have no King but Cz/ar. 
'1 hen therefore he celiver d him to them to 
be crucihed. And they took Jeſus, and led 
him forth : And carrying a Cro's for him- 
ſelf, he went forth into that place, which is 
called the Place of Calvary, in Hobrew Gol. 
gotha ; where they crucihed him, and with 
him two others, on esch Side one, and in the 
midſt Jeſus. And Pilate writ a TI itle alfo, 
and put it upon the Crols, And it was writ» 
ten, Jeſus of Nazareth, Ring cf the Fus. 
This Title therefore, many of tie Jews did 
read; becauſe the Place where Jefus was ctu- 
cified, was nigh to the City; anc jt was writ 


in n Greek, ad Latin. Ihe Chief 


Prieſts, therefore of the Jews, ſaid to Pilate, 


Write not the King of the aus. but that be 
ſaid, I am the King of the Tru. Pilate an- 
ſwered, What I have wiit, I 3 writ. The 
Soldiers therefore, when they had ctucificd 
him, tock his Garments (and they made 
four parts, fo every Soldiet a part} and his coat. 
And his Coat was without Seam, wrought 
from the Top throughout. 'I ey faid there- 
fore one to another. Let us not cut it, but let 
us caſt Lots for it, whole it ſhall be: that the 
ſcripture mig bit be fulfiiled, ſaying T hey have 
parisd my Germents ameng them, and for 
Mm 
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my Veſture they have caſt Lots. And the 
Soldiers did theſe things. 2 7 5 there {tood be- 
ſide the Crols of Jeſus, h is Mother, and his 
Mother's Siſter, Mary of Cleepbas, and Mary 
Magdalen. When Jeſus therefore had ſeen 
his Mother, and the Diſciple ſtanding, whom 
he loved, he ſays to his Mother, Woman, 
hehold thy Son. After that, he ſays to the 
Diſciple, Behold thy Mother. And from 
that Hour, the Diſciple took her to his on. 
Aiterward Jeſns knowing that al! thin, 28 were 
now [1n:{h'd ; that the Scripture mig! t be ful- 
filled, he 2 s, I thirſt, A Veils! * therefore 
food there, full of Vinegar ; and th 7 put- 
ting a Sponge full of Vinegar about Hr ſop, 

offer'd it to his Mouth: Jeſus therefore have 
ing taken the Vinegar, ſaid, It is finiſh'd. 
And buwing his head, HE GAVE UP THE 
GHOST. The few: therefore (becauſe it 
was tlie Paraſceve) that the Bodies might not 
remain on the Croſs on the Sabbath (tor that 
was a great Sabizath-day) they defired Pilate, 
that tneir legs might be broken, and they 
might be taken away. The Soldiers there- 
tore came; and of the firſt they broke the 
legs, and of the other that wes crucifiszd with 
him, But being come to Jeſus, when they 
ſaw that he was cezd, they did not break his 
Legs; but one of the Soldiers with a Spear 
open'd his Side, and immediately itlusd forth 

lood and Water. And he that awer, has 
given Teſtimony, and his Teſtimony is true. 


And he knows that he ſays true, that you al-

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ſo may believe. For theſe things were done, 
that the Scripture might be tulfilled ; You 
all nut break a bone of him. And again, 
another Scripture ſays, They ſhall look on 
him whom they pierced. 

And after theſe things, Joſeph of Arimathea 
(becauſe he was a Diſciple ot J. ſus, but ſecret 
for tear of the Jews) delir'd Pilate that he 
might take away the body of J-<lus: And Pilate 
gave him leave. He came therefore and took a- 
way the body of jeſus. Nicedemus alſo came, le 
that at the firſt came to Jcius by night, bring 
ing a Mixture of of Myrih and Aloes, about a 
hundred Pounds. I hey took therefore the bocy 
of Jeſus, and bound it in linen-clothes, withtie 
Spices, as the Manner is with the Jeu to bu» 
ry. And there was in the Place, Wncte he Wes 
crucified, a Garden, ard in the Gaiden a 
new Monument, wherein no Man yet had 
been leid; there theretore, becauſe of the 
Paraſceve of the Jews, they laid Jelus, be- 
cauſc the Monument was herd by.

The qualities of a good Death may be re- 
duced to three points: of which the firſt is to 
have a right contormity to the will of God, 
for the manner, the Hour and Circumittances, 
of our Death. 

The ſecond is to ſoi ſake as well the aſſecti- 
ons, as the preſence of all Creatures of this 
baſe World. 

The third is to unite ourſelves to God by 
the Practice of preat Virtues, which will ſerve 
z5 ſteps to Glory. 

Now theſe thrice conditions are to be ſeen 
in the Death of the Prince of Glory upon 
Mount Calvary ; which we will take as the 
pureſt Ideæs whereby to. repulate out paſleye

men living bath a natural Inclination 

to life, beceuſe it hath ſome kind oi Divinity 
init, We love it when it imileth upon us, as 
1; it were ourParadile ; a0d 11 It be treubelſon e 
yet we ſtrive to retain it, tho it be accom- 
panicd with very great miſeties.

The Crofs among? the Gem'iles wis 
a Puniſhment or Slaves, and the moſt deſpe- 
rate perſons in the whole Wild. Tuc Croſs 
a mongſt the Hebrews was acurſed: It was the 
ordinary curſe which the muſt uncapabie and 
mo t malicious mouths did prunounce again 
their gteateit enemies. TI he death of a cru- 
cified man, Was the moſt continul, languiſh- 
ing, and tearing a ſoul from the budy, with 
moſt exct ſſive violence and agony. Ang yet the 
eternal Wildum choſe this Kind of pun:ſhent, 
and drank all the ſorrows of a cup lo bitter, 
He ſhould have died upon ſome trephy, and 
breathed out his laſt amongſt flowers, and left 
his ſou! in a Moment: and it he muſt needs 
have felt death, to have had the leaſt ſenſe of 
it that might be. But he would try the ti 
gor of all the greateſt ſuffetiugs; he would fall 
to the very bottom of 6iſhonour : and (having 
ever ſpared from himſelf all the plealures of 
this life) to make his death complrat, he would 
ſpare none ot thoſe infinite Colours, The de- 
vout S:men of Ca ſia aſketh our Saviour, going 
toward mount Calvery, ſaving, O Lord, whi- 
ther go you with the extream weight of this 
dry and barren piece of \V ood ?

(he was threatned by that venerable old Simon 
at her purification : And Jeſus who ſaw her ſo 
zAlicted for his fake, ſelt limſclt doubly ctu— 
cited, upon the wocd of the Croſs, and the 
Heart of his dear Mother. We know it by 
experience that when we love cne tenderly, 
his 5 fflictions and diſgraces ui] truuble us 
more than our own, becaule he jiving in us by 
anoftcQionate life, we live in him by a lite of 
reaſon and election. Jeſus lived and repoſed 
in the heart of his bleſled Vlother, as upon a 
throne of love, and as within a Paradiſe ot his 
moſt holy delights. 'I his Heart was before 2s 
a Bed covered with flowers : But this ſame 
Heart (on the day of hits Paſſion) became like 
2 (ceftold hanged with mourning, whereupon 
our Saviour entei'd to be tormented and cru- 
cified upon the Croſs of love, which was 
the Croſs of his Mother. This admira- 

le Merchant, who cdeſcerded from Hea— 
ven to accompliſh the buſineſs of all ages (who 
took upon him our milerics to give us telici- 
ties) was plunged within a Sea of Blood; and 
in this ſo precious ſhipwreck there remained 
one only ineſtimable pearl ( which vas his di- 
vine Mother) and yet he abandons ! e; and 
gives her into the hends of his Diſciple, At- 
ter he had forſaken thule neareſt to him, fre 
Wat 
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what he does with bis body; Jeſus did ſoaban® 
don it (a little betore his death) that not being 
content only to deliver it as a prey to ſorrows 
but he ſuffered to be expoſed n-ked to the view 
of he Worid. And amonegtt his ſharpeſt do- 
lors (after he had been refuſed the triak which 
they gave to malctactors to ftrengthen them 
in their torments) he took for himſelf Viregar 
and Gall. O what a ſpectacle was it to ſee a 
body torn in pieces which reſted itſelf upon its 
own wounds which was dying every moment 
but could not die, becaule that lite diftilic 
by drops? What Martyr did ever indure in 
a body fo ſenſible and delicate,having an ima- 
gination fo lively, and in ſuch piercing dolours 
mixt with ſo tew comforts? und what Mar- 
ter did ſuffer for all the fins or the whole 
World as he did, proportioning his torments 
according to the fruits which wert to pro- 
ceed from his Croſs? Perhaps, O faithful 
Soul, thou lookeſt tor a man's body in thy Je- 
jus, but thou find'ſt nothing but the appear» 
ance of one, cruſted over wi:h gore blood: 
Thou ſeekeſt for limbs, end fludeſt nothing 
but wounds: Thou lookeſt tor a Jeſus whicn 
appeatted glorious pon mount Tabor, as upon 
a Throne of Majzftv, with ail the enſigns of 
his glory, ana chou findeſt only a (kin all bloo- 
dy faſtened to a Croſs between two thieves, 
And if the confidet»iton of this cannot bring 
drops of blood from thy heart, it muſt be more 
inſenſible than ad twmond,

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Ot a good death which will declare itſelf by 
theexercilc of great and heroick virtues. Con- 

{der that INCOMPRras'e mildneſs which hath 

aſtoniſhed all ages, hath encouraged all virtues 

hith condemned all revenges, hath inſtruaed 

al! Schools, and crowned all good actions: He 

was taiſed upon the Croſs, when his dolors 

were moſt ſharp and piercing when his wounds 
did open on all ſides, when his precious blood 

was thed upon the Earth and moiftned it in 

great abundance; when we ſaw his poor 
cloaths torn in pieces, and yet bloody in the 
hands ci thoſe who crucified him. He conſi- 
deted the extreme malice of that cruel peop'e, 
how thoſe which could not wound him with 
Iron, pierced him with the points of their ac- 
curſed tongues. He could quickly have made 
fire come down from Heaven upon thoſe re- 
bellious heads. And yet forgetting all his pains 
to remember his mercies he opened his mouth 
and the firft word he ſpoke, was in favour of 
his enemies, to negociate their reconciliation, 
before bis ſoul departed: The learned Car- 
dinal Hugues admiring the excefiive charity of 
our Szviour toward his enemies, applies excel- 
Jent well that which is ſpoken of the Sun in 
E celeſiaftiens, He brings news to all the 
World at his riſing, and at noon-day he burns 
the Earth, and heats thoſe Furnaces of Nature 
which makes | it produce all her ſeats. 

So Jeſus the Sun of the intelligible World, 
cid manifeſt himſelf at his Nativity, as in the 
morning. But the Croſs was his bed at noon, 

from 
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from When ce came thoſe burning ſtreams of 
Love, which inflame the Hearts of ell blefled 
perſons, who are like turnaces of that eternal 
fire which burns in Holy Sion. 

On the other part admire thet great magna- 
nimity which held him fo long upon the croſs 
28s upon a I hrone of honour and power when 
lie beſtowed Paradiſe upon a man that was his 
companion in ſuſteting, I cannot tell whither 
in this action we ſhould more admire the good 
fortune of the good Thief, or the greatneſs of 
Jeſus, The happineſs of the good thief, who 
is drawn for a Cut-throat to Priſon ; from 
Priſon to the Judgment Hall; from thence 
to the Croſs, and thence goes to Paradile, 
without needing any other gate but the leert 
of Jeſus. 

On the other fide what can be more admira- 
ble than to ſee a man crucified, to do that act, 
which muſt be performed by the living God, 
when the world ſhall end? To ſave ſome, to 
make others reprobate, and to judge from the 
height of hisCroſs, as if he ſat upon the chict- 
eſt Throne of all Monarchs. 

But we muſt needs affirm that the virtue 
of patience in this, holds a chief place, and 
reaches very admirable leſſons, He endures 
the torments of the body, and the pains of the 
ſpirit, in all the faculties of his ſoul, in all the 
parts of his Virgin fleſh ; and by the cruelty 
and multiplicity of his wounds, they all be- 
came one only wound, from the ſoal of his 
toot, to the top of his head. _

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His delicate body ſuffers moſt innocently, 
and all, by moſt ingrate and hypocritical per- 
tons, who would colour their venzeance with 
an appearance of Holineſs. He ſuffers with- 
out any comfort at all, and (which is more) 
without bemoaninz himſelf : he ſuffers what- 
ſoevet they would or could lay upon him, to 
the very laſt oaſp of his life, Heaven wears 
mourning upon the Croſs ; all the Citizens of 
Heaven weep over his torments, the earth- 
quakes, ſtones tend themſelves, ſepulchres o- 
pen, the dead ariſe: Only Jeſus dies un- 
moveable ugon his Throne of patience, 

To conclude who would not be aftoniſh- 
ed at the tranq"1]ity of his ſpitit, and amongſt 
thoſe great convullions of the World which 
moved round about the Croſs ; amongſt ſuch 
bloody dolors, infolent cries, and inſupporta- 
ble bla ſphemies, how he remained upon the 
Croſs, as in a ſ:nQuuary at the foot of an 
Altar ; bleeding, weeping, and praying, to 
mingle his prayers with his blood and tezrs. I 
do now underſtand why the wiſe man ſaid, he 
planted ifl-s within tle Abvſs ; fince that, in 
ſo great a gulph of afflistions, he ſhewed ſuch 

2 ſerenity of ſpirit; thereby making a Pata- 
diſe for his Father (amongſt ſo great pains) by 
the ſweet perfume of his virtues. After he had 
praved for his enemies, giving a promiſe of Pa- 
radiſe to the good Thief, and recommended 
his Mother to his Diſciple, he ſhut up his eyes 
ſtem all human things, entert2ining h mſclf 
or ly with prayers and ſighe to his Heavenly 

Father 
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— O that at the times of our deaths we 
could imitate the death of Jeſus, and then Ve 
ſhould be ſure to find the ſtreams ot lite.

us acc uſtom ourſelves to this exerciſe of God's 
Protence : it is a happy neceflity to make us do 
well, to believe and apprehend that our Judge 
is always preſent If te pet mike him formida 
ble, love will teach us that he is the Father of 
all {wectnc:s, There can be no vreater com— 
jort in this World, than to be prefent in 
heart and body with that which we love beſt, 
2. Je us is taken by his Arcſtics tor a Spi— 
Tit, becauſe after the Refur;. ion he pierced 
the Walls, and appeared ſaddenly as ſpirits 
do. St. Paul alſo faith, in the ſecond of the 
Corinthians, that now we do no more know 
Chriſt, according to the Fleſh, that is to ſay 
by the Paſſions of a mortal Body, as St. Epi- 
hamus doth expound it.
